In the city of Detroit, UNAC-5 
achieved a historic level of 
participation and support. This 
past meeting was one of the most 
spirit-filled national conventions 
conducted, if not the most. God 
poured out in an unusual way.

The entire 
meeting was characterized by 
inspiring messages, power 
packed praise and a deep anoint- 
ing. More than one hundred 
souls were saved, nearly thirty 
received baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. Every day was filled with 
seminars and training sessions 
to create better workers in the 
local church. This UNAC had 
everything a delegate could 
want. 


Without question the high 
points of the meeting were 
Thursday and Friday nights. On 
Thursday the night worship 
was broadcast across the coun- 
try. The Yes Lord Telecast

Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., 
introduced nationally as the 
“Voice of Pentecost” preached to 
America and many parts of the 
world. During the Yes Lord 
Telecast from Detroit’s Cobo 
Hall the saints made a spiritual 
statement to the world that 
pentecost is alive and well. The 
camera told the story with the 
wide lens shot that provided our 
television audience with a view 
of 15,000 saints. What a site to 
behold as our leader stood and 
addressed the world. 


Preceeding the message the 
General Board of Bishops made 
a brief appearance and contrib- 


featured the presiding bishop 
preaching and the national 
Church. The Christian Broad- 
cast Network said 35 million 
people watched the service and 
heard BishopJ. O. Patterson, Sr., 
preach the gospel. On Friday 
night, the service was carried to 
another level as the chairman of 
UNAC spoke from his heart. A 
Spiritual rain ensued and 
hundreds of souls rejoiced and 
praised God. Never before had 
such an outpour covered a 
UNAC. 


From the opening worship ser- 
vice this UNAC was special. 
Supt. P. H. Porter of Denver 
preached on the theme: Con- 
quering Crises With Christ.” 
Elder Ricky McCrimmons 
addressed the theme using a 
Philippians text. This young 
man fired his gospel cannon and 
hit the devil. On Civil night, 
Tuesday, his honor, Mayor Cole- 
man Young addressed the 
UNAC. Following him, the juris- 
dictional hosts greeted the

uted many positive and suppor- 
tive statements. They presented 
such strength of character and 
dignity.

Their effects made a presenta- 
tion of the Church of God in 
Christ without false or mislead- 
ing characterizations. Bishop J. 
D. Husband opened up the pre- 


UNAC; for the record Bishops 
Brooks, Anderson, Williams, 
Harris, Wright, Jones, Wells, 
Harrison, Walls and Perry were 
hosting the UNAC. Afterward, 
Bishop P. A. Brooks took his text 
from Hebrews 11:8, and set the 
house afire. The following day 
the Elder John Sheard pro- 
claimed in a thundering voice, 
“Only Christ Can Make You 
Clean.” That evening Sis. Clara 
Clemmons introduced Dr. Patri- 
cia Ann Bassett Ph.D, from 
Iowa. The woman proved to be 
cut from the cloth that old fire 
brand Holy Ghost filled, Bible 
toting missionaries of yesteryear 
were made. Her message, “Lets 
Repair The Frame” was thought

broadcast activities with a pow- 
erful song and prayer. By the 
time the cameras rolled, Dr. 
Clark and the choir had tuned 
up and came on singing. Bishop 
Roy L. H. Winbush served as 
Master of Ceremonies. He 
expressed to the nation what 
UNAC meant and introduced the 
UNAC family. 


Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., 
preached a God sent message. 
His words were strong and his 
images in development sharp. 
He came off as the voice of 
pentecost. During days when 
scandal and hardship have 
rocked America, God is raising 
up leadership from our Church. 
Bishop’s message was strongly 
evangelistic and he spoke of 
himself as a prophet ordained by 
God. The camera told the story 
as the hour came to an end; the 
altar was full of people coming 
to Jesus. It demonstrated how 
powerful the message of pente- 
cost is and that now more than 
ever holiness is necessary. 


The Whole Truth desired to 
obtain a general sample of 
saintly reaction to the whole 
event. Mary Ella Shepard from 
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provoking and a challenge to live 
holy. Following her was Dr. E. 
L. Battles, President of Evange- 
lism. He recently had battled 
back from illness but came 
prepared to preach. His text was 
from James 4:1-2 and he pro- 
claimed ‘‘Needless Poverty’’. 
The next morning Elder Emmett 
Nevels of Ohio filled the pulpit. 
From Acts 19:1-6 he urged the 
saints ‘“Back To Pentecost” and 
cetainly the Lord blessed.

In 1896, along with Elders C. P. 
Jones, J. E. Jeter and W. S. 
Pleasant, Elder C. H. Mason 
conducted a “Holiness” revival 
in Jackson, Mississippi. Later, 
due to various obstacles, Elder 
Mason preached a message from 
the south entrance of a court- 
house in Lexington, Mississippi. 
His next base of outreach was 
the home of a local man who was 
inspired by Elder Mason. How- 
ever, the large number of people 
who attended this meeting place 
created the need to relocate to 
an old abandoned Gin House. 
This body of worshippers later 
became known as the Church of 
God in Christ, according to I 
Thessalonians 2:14, a name 
revealed to Elder Mason. 


From these humble beginnings 
the Church of God in Christ has 
developed around the world. 
This September 8, 1987, the 
presiding officer, Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr., and the bishops 
of our Church desire every saint 
to observe the birthdate of 
Bishop Mason. We should never 
forget from whence we come and 
commemorating the contribu- 
tions of the founder will demon- 
strate this generation’s love and 
appreciation for the pioneers.

July 9, 1987, may not rate with 
July’s 4th or 14th on the world 
calendar but for the Church of 
God in Christ it has significance. 
The 4th is America’s Independ- 
ence Day and the 14th is Fran- 
ce’s Bastille Day. Both of these 
days link freedom loving people 
with the rights and privileges 
common to our history. In a 
contemporary sense each repres- 
ent days of revolutionary 
change. The 9th of July cannot 
be associated in such a manner 
however for us it should hold a 
specialness and evoke feelings of 
awe. On the 9th of July the World 
had an opportunity to worship 
with the Church of God in 
Christ. In fact some 35 million 
people did and experienced our 
style, purpose and worship. This 
fact alone makes July 9, 1987 a 
day to remember. 


Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., was 
proclaimed the “Voice of Pente- 
cost” and to that I say amen. In 
fact he gives substance to the 
title because he represents 3 
million Church of God in Christ 
ardents world wide. With the 
general officers of the church 
seated behind him and Cobo Hall 
filled with hundreds upon 
hundreds of saints all around, 
the television audience had a 
rare look at our growing insti- 


tution. The Church must make 
a strong statement during days 
like these. The media has 
detailed the so called ‘Holy 
War’ and religion’s head long 
plunge, and loss of integrity 
under the tight and merciless 
eye of the camera. It was good 
for our Bishop to make a strong 
statement about our faith. Sure 
the media coverage of late has 
created continued perversity 
and an atmosphere of timidity 
and fear. Still our leader 
preached the gospel and told the 
world it is holiness or hell 
without excuse or hesitation. 


As evidence of the telecast’s 
impact, the devil got busy early 
that evening. The saints work- 
ing the telethon were receiving 
calls of strong support. The devil 
showed up in a crack pot caller. 
His very nasty and anti-religious 
rhetoric was met with a strong 
prayer from Mrs. F. D. Washing- 
ton, wife of our general board 
member. Mrs. Washington is an 
able missionary and saintly 
warrior. Meeting the pure hate 
of the anti-religious is something 
all saints should be prepared to 
do. I personally thank God for 
the telecast because that anti- 
Christian reaction proved how 
vital the witness is, that lives 
need touching on a grand scale. 


On another front the complain- 
ing saints may say it cost too 
much money to broadcast. Well 
I don’t know what the telecast 
cost, but if it were double the 
figure, the UNAC could not have 
used the money for a greater 
witness; having direct impact. 
Finally, the telecast is history 
and July 9, 1987, should be 
remembered with great joy. The 
Event typified the UNAC in 
Detroit as a history making 
event.

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GREATER HALL TEMPLE 


CONGREGATION 
MOVES TO NEW 
LOCATION IN 
BRUNSWICK, 
GEORGIA 


The congregation of Greater 
Hall Temple COGIC is worship- 
ping in a new location. The Elder 
G. Bobby Hall, pastor, announ- 
ces the church has purchased a 
little over 5 acres of land and the 
existing church buildings at 
3220 Norwich Street, formerly 
occupied by the Norwick Street 
Church of God. 


Greater Hall Temple has tenta- 
tively chosen Saturday, June 27, 
as the date for its formal ded- 
ication. “By having the dedica- 
tion on a Saturday, many people 
who wish can come and worship 
with us,” Elder Hall said. 


The American National Bank of 
Brunswick, Georgia is providing 
the financing for the purchase 
of the church facilities. The 
property encompasses a city 
block and includes a sanctuary 
with balcony that can accomo- 
date 1,500 people; an educational 
building with 22 church school 
classrooms, two nurseries, four 
offices, a large dining room and 
a huge kitchen; a four-bedroom 
parsonage and a second resi- 
dence. Recreation facilities 
include a fenced-in playground, 


two tennis courts, two basket- 
ball courts, a softball field and 
nice picnic areas. The purchase 


also included two vans. 


Greater Hall Temple is part of 
the largest pentecostal move- 
ment in the world. The Church 
of God in Christ, with headquar- 
ters in Memphis, Tennessee is 
presided over by the Honorable 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr. 


Elder Hall reported that several 
church officials assisted the 
local congregation in obtaining 
the new Location. Bishop J. D. 
Husband of Atlanta, Georgia, 
Jurisdictional Bishop of Central 
and Southeast Georgia, was 
instrumental in obtaining the 
loan. Support also came from 
Atty.J. O. Patterson, Jr., District 
Superintendent Andrew Hunter 
of St. Simons Island and Dr. 
Gwendolyn Howard, head of the 
Women’s Department in 
Central-Southeast Georgia. 


“With the new church facilities 
we plan to work,” Eld. Hall said. 
Upcoming for the summer, the 
church plans to invite several 
well-known athletes - Dr. J., a 
basketball player who recently 
retired; Hank Aaron with the 
Braves organization; and Gerald 
Riggs, running back for the 
Atlanta Falcons - to talk to the 
youth about drug abuse and to 
give exhibitions. “We want to let 


the Youth know you can have 
a dream, hold to it, and let 
nothing change it.” 


With expanded facilities, Eld. 
Hall said that the church plans 
to establish a Bible Institute in 
the future, as well as a day care 
program, a tutorial program for 
school children and a job bank. 
The church is also certified for 
the youth summer lunch pro- 
gram. “In the next few years the 
community can expect to hear 
from us,” the pastor said. 


Elder Hall has a track record as 
being a church builder. He came 
to Brunswick in 1963, to the 
House of God Church. He stayed 
there 10 years during which 
time the church built a new 
building and membership 
increased to 103. 


He became pastor of the Church 
of God in Christ in 1974 when 
the church had six members. 
Two years later they built a 
church building at 2315 Gordon 
St. that became Hall Temple 
Church of God in Christ. The 
congregation is about 275 
members strong now; members 
come from as far as 70 miles 
away. The church is believing 
God to double the membership 
by this time next year. 


REACHING OUT 
TO THE COMMUNITY 


Too often people sitting in front 
of the pulpit and those standing 
behind it, view the ministry of 
the church in an abstract, pas- 
Sive sense without actually 
bringing Christian principles 
into their everyday life. Evi- 
dence of this can be seen on a 
national level where the Chris- 
tian community was recently 
shocked by tales of adultery and 
immorality which now cloud a 
television ministry. On a more 
personal level, you’ve undoubt- 
edly heard of ministers who have 
conducted the same style of 
sermon for the last 25 years-first 
hymn, second hymn, sermon to 
Him and closing hymn-yet with- 
out infusing the churchgoer 
with a sense of the vitality of 


the Word of the Living God. 
Perhaps you are guilty of being 
an uninspired Christian. Your 
relationship with the church 
and your practice of Christian 
ideals begins with the Sunday 
opening hymn and ends with the 
benediction. 


In a time when an active com- 
mitment to a Christian way of 
life is needed for the sake of our 
community, when there exists a 
need for all Christians, clergy 
and lay alike, to practice what 
they preach, it is a pleasure to 
look at the ministry preached 
and practiced by the New Orig- 
inal Church of God in Christ 
under the leadership of Elder 
Thomas Jackson, Jr. 


In order to help bring its min- 
istry to the community, the 
Church four years ago created 
the Thomas Jackson, Jr. Cultu- 
ral Foundation, which is approp- 
riately referred to by Eld. Jack- 
son as “the benevolent arm of 
the New Original Church of God 
in Christ.’ As Eld. Jackson 
explains, the ministry of the 
Church administers to the spir- 
itual and natural needs of the 
community. The Foundation 
assists in this mission by pro- 
viding an atmosphere to develop 
informed leadership and foster- 
ing and encouraging social and 
economic development in the 
black community.

Husbands and wives are being 
used by God in the ministry of 
Kingdom building at Mt. Airy 
Church of God in Christ, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., where Elder Ernest 
C. Morris is both founder and 
pastor. 


God has shown us that we don’t 
need “‘papers”’ or “‘titles’”’ to be 
used in His work. Lay people, 
with a mind to work, are being 
used by God. 


In 1986, we felt that we wanted 
to do something new in the 
Lord’s work. We were already 
singing in the Senior Choir, and 
teaching Sunday school classes 
and enjoying all of it, but we 
wanted to branch out in a new 
area. 


We went to the Coordinator of 
our Outreach Ministries and 
inquired about working in the 
nursing home ministry. In 
October 1986, we began visiting 
one nursing home every other 
Thursday to minister to the 
residents. 


Yes, we were nervous and con- 
cerned about what we would do 
and say. I had some idea that 
we would be like evange- 
lists...praying and reading Scrip- 
tures and delivering ser- 
monettes. Well, here we are 
seven months later and it has 
not gone that way most of the 
time. 


When we first started we were 
given a list of residents to visit 
which became our regular peo- 
ple. Each time we go to the 
nursing home we stop at the 
Nursing Office to check in and 
sometimes the Nursing Supervi- 
sor has one or two residents she 
would like us to visit. 


We have found that we can’t 
effectively see more than two or 
three a night. We pray before 
going to the nursing home to ask 
God to direct in what to do to 
minister to these persons, and 
each time we go the format is 
different. We took silk flowers 


to several of our ladies for 
Mother’s Day and they were 
overwhelmed. 


What do we do with the resi- 
dents? Well, it varies according 
to the individuals. We have one 
married couple who lives there 
together, who are Christians, 
and who miss going to church 
very much. With them, we sing 
hymns that they remember, we 
read their favorite Scriptures, 
and we talk of the goodness of 
the Lord, and it blesses their 
souls so much. This couple has 
been married 69 years...the 
husband is 92 and quite alert 
mentally, and the wife is 94 and 
not so well as her husband. They 
are an inspiration to us. They 
are still ‘caring’ for one another 
and still loving each other. We 
also talk with the husband about 
past and current events. His 
main desire now is to be able to 
go to church each Sunday. 


We visit one man who is 85, who 
can’t see well and is confined to 
a wheelchair, but his mind is 
good and he spends a lot of time 
listening to the radio, and knows 
all the news and happenings. 
He’s depressed a lot about the 
sad state of the world. With him, 
we talk about the news and use 
the news to tell him of Jesus 
Christ and how things will be 
different for those in Christ, and 
encourage him to look to the 
Lord in prayer for the world 
situation. 


We have found this ministry to 
be a blessing to us in a special 
way, and we pray that they are 
blessed as much as we are 
through this work. It is such a 
rewarding experience to see the 
joy.in the faces of the people we 
visit. We count it a privilege to 
serve in this ministry. It has 
enhanced our lives.

THE REALITY 
OF LONELINESS

(Note from the writer: Writing 
is a silent ministry. You never 
know how effective you have 
been in communicating the mes- 
sage God has given you. Not long 
ago I attended a church mort- 
gage burning banquet in Los 
Angeles. A lovely saintly looking 
lady approached me and 
expressed her gratitude for the 
writings in the Whole Truth. 
She requested that I speak to her 
concern of loneliness among the 
widows and Saints in general. 
It is my hope that this writing 
will provide a measure of insight 
and encouragement to the 
readership.) 


Loneliness is all around us. You 
see it everywhere-the jammed 
convention center of Memphis, 
in our pulpits across the coun- 
try, on the planes and trains 
with people packed in like sar- 
dines. You can see loneliness in 
a house filled with family and 
friends. Loneliness can be 
observed in the watery eyes of 
some of our old mothers in Zion 
as well as the innocent eyes of 
the young people. 


According to surveys, one of the 
greatest negative emotions of 
singles which include the wid- 
ows, divorced and those who 
have never married is that of 
loneliness. Bishops and state 
mothers, pastors and pastor’s 
wives, leaders in general all 
experience times in their life of 
loneliness. They have moved 
ahead and away from their 
group and the price they pay is 
often loneliness. 


Loneliness is the painful aware- 
ness that we lack meaningful 
personal contact with others. It 
can be due to a variety of causes. 
Paul Tournier in his book, Guilt 
and Grace writes that “loneli- 
ness results from the spirit of 


our age.”’ We have experienced 
rapid social changes in our era 
of history. This has isolated us 
from close contact with each 
other. But we all have the need 
to feel attached to something and 
accepted by someone, not for 
who we are or what we can do 
for that individual but just for 
us. 


Biblical giants such as Jacob, 
Moses, Job, Nehemiah, Elijah 
and Jeremiah all experienced 
loneliness. King David once 
expressed that he was lonely and 
afflicted (Psalm 25:16). Our Lord 
surely was lonely in the Garden 
of Gethsemane; John, the 
beloved ended his life alone on 
the Isle of Patamos; The apostle 
Paul spent his last days alone 
in prison. 


There is a solution to the prob- 
lem, and for the Saints of God 
our primary focus is to have a 
sure communion with God and 
with one another. 


My research on loneliness sug- 
gests five ways to deal with 
loneliness in our day to day 
living: 


ACKNOWLEDGE YOUR FEEL- 
INGS OF LONELINESS. Lone- 
liness has somewhat of a neg- 
ative connotation in our society, 
however you are not necessarily 
a social misfit or unattached 
when you feel lonely. It is when 
you acknowledge the pain that 
you can begin to do something 
about it. 


IDENTIFY THE CAUSES. 
There are many reasons for our 
feelings of loneliness. Many 
individuals have isolated them- 
selves from family and friends 
simply because it is not cove- 
nient or requires too much effort 
on their part. Others have low 
self-esteem and do not feel ade- 
quate to communicate with their

REACHING 


The Foundation’s purposes are 
especially suited to reach young 
people, who, according to Eld. 
Jackson, need spiritual and prac- 
tical guidance in urban living. 
“There’s a lot of negatism out 
there eating away our young 
people,” said Jackson. ‘‘Basi- 
cally, I think we have lost two 
generations, evidenced in the 
use of drugs, alcoholism, that 
sort of thing. If we lose this third 
generation, we'll be in trouble. 
I, as a pastor, have to do some- 
thing about it. I feel that to be 
my mission in life.” 


The Foundation aids in this 
mission by providing the 
umbrella under which the ser- 
vice deeds of the Church may be 
conducted. The Foundation 
began by offering such basic fare 
as financial and cooking classes 
to community members. Look- 
ing back at the early days of its 
existence, Eld. Jackson states, 
“we dillyed and dallyed without 
formalizing programs. We felt it 


important to get people together 
and discuss ideas.” 


Somewhere down the line, infor- 
mal instruction gave way to the 
development of the ‘Business 
Skills Institute,’ a program 
established to train church 
members and young adults in 
basic job skills. 


The Foundation teaches com- 
munication skills and business 
attitude, as well as shorthand, 
typing, word processing, book- 
keeping, etc. ““‘We teach the 
small things that most of us in 
the job market know about,” 
explains Jackson, “but our stu- 
dents are not aware of.” 


The Foundation offers its basic 
skills program on a year-round 
basis, and fundamental skills 
can be learned in as little as 6 
to 8 weeks. The program has 
been successful. “Graduates” of 
the Foundation’s Business 
Skills Institute have been placed 
in firms for summer jobs and 
have gone on to become full-time 
employees. 


In addition to providing educa- 
tional opportunities, the Foun- 
dation is involved in financing 
educational opportunities, as 
well. Members of the Church 
and church sponsored appli- 
cants may apply for the Foun- 
dation’s $1000 annual scholar- 


ship award. Scholarship 
recipients are judged on the 
basis of a submitted application, 
an essay on career goals, their 
service to the Church and com- 
munity, and an interview with 
the Scholarship Committee. 
Scholarships are awarded annu- 
ally during a dinner program 
held at the New Original Church 
of God in Christ. This year’s 
program, ‘“‘Ebony Images--A 
Spiritual Awakening”, was held 
June 6, at the New Original 
Church of God in Christ. This 
year’s scholarship recipients 
were David Young and Juanna 
Campbell. David is a member of 
New Original and is currently 
enrolled at Judson College in 
Elgin, Illinois and Juanna is a 
member of the Amazing Church 
of Ged in Christ and will attend 
Chicago State University this 
fall. 


The Foundation also recognizes 
the acts of members of the 
community and the church in 
the form of the Lay Leadership 
Award. According to Eld. Jack- 
son, the Lay Leadership Award 
was inspired by an examination 
of active people in the church 
and other organizations. “We 
felt that there were unrecog- 
nized people doing unsung 
work,” said Jackson. The Lay 
Leadership Award was therefore 
devised as a means of honoring 
the deeds of the ‘“‘unsung”’ 
heroes of our communities and 
our churches who show a self- 
less dedication to church work 
and service to our fellow man. 
Nominees of the Lay Leadership 
Award are not limited to 
members of the New Original 
Church of God in Christ, and the 
Foundation welcomes all 
churches to make nominations. 


This year the Foundation 
honored two active senior citi- 
zens: Mother Annie Garnes and 
Mr. Joseph Lockett. Mother 
Annie Garnes has been a church 
mother for over 40 years and is 
currently the Chairman of the 
First Jurisdiction of Illinois 
Church Mothers. During these 
40 + years, Mother Annie Garnes 
has taught and motivated many 
pastors in this state and con- 
tinues to be active in her min- 
istry. Mr. Lockett has been a 
church pianist for over 50 years 
at one church and has never 
missed a Sunday. His latest 
endeavor was a successful con- 
cert tour in London. Both recip- 
ients are octogenarians and 
certainly typify the song, “I’m 
Going To Work Until My Day 
Is Done.” Both recipients were 
honored with Certificates and 
monetary awards. 


The Foundation has come under 
fire for its good deeds in spite 
of the success of its endeavors. 
Critics of Eld. Jackson and the 
Foundation maintain that the 
church should stick with the 
Bible and religion and cease its 
pursuit of extra curricular ser- 
vice activities. 


“Some folks feel the church 
shouldn’t be involved in activi- 
ties, feelings we should teach 
what’s right and the Lord will 
make a way. They don’t see the 
venture as all encompassing as 
we do,” said Jackson. 


The New Original Church of 
God in Christ has adopted as its 
motto, “a cup of water and a 
crust of bread’’. All that means 
is that ‘we meet the needs of 


the whole man, both naturally 
and spiritually.’’ Certainly 
under the leadership of this very 
fine pastor, the Church has 
blossomed in the community as 
a beacon light -- second to none.
